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C-2 Community Business Center. 
The C-2 District is designed to provide 
facilities for both shopping and business 
needs for large segments of the city out- 
side the central core. Such districts 
would be located with access to main 
highways and include office employment 
centers. The remainder of the strip com- 
mercial development not mapped as C-1 
Districts would be classified as C-2 
Districts. Normally the C-2 District 
would be tributary to large residential 
areas and would permit development to 
medium bulk proportions. It is within 
this district that designed shopping cen- 
‘ters would be encouraged, although they 
might be developed on a smaller scale 
in C-1 Districts. 


C-M-2 Commercial-Light- Manufacturing. 
The C-M Districts (C-M-1, C-M-2, and 
C-M-3) are intended to provide sites for 
heavy commercial and light manufacturing 
activities employing large numbers of 
people and requiring some heavy machinery 
under controls which would minimize any 
adverse effect on other nearby more re- 
strictive districts. Heavy truck traffic 
and loading and unloading operations are 
expected to be characteristic of these 
districts. The three C-M Districts will 
provide a varying schedule for both density 
and height controls. They will be mapped 
throughout the city, embracing areas used 
‘for low density warehousing as well as 
sections of the city presently improved 
with both hi gh and medium density build- 
ings in warehousing, light manufacturing, 
Office, and automotive usage. New 
dwellings are not permitted; however, 
certain additions or enlargements may be 


B made to existing dwellings. 


R-5-B and R-5-D General Residence. 
The R-5 Districts (which include R-5- A, 
R-5-B, R-5-C, and R-5-D) are designed 
to permit a flexibility of design by per- 
mitting in a single district all types. of 
residential development, provided they 
conform with the height, desnity, and 
area requirements established for these 
districts. Within the R-5-B district a 
medium height and density, and within the 
R-5-D a relatively high density, is per- 
mitted. The height of R-5- B structures is

limited to 60 feet, to R-5-D, 90 feet and 
8 stories. In R-5-B structures, lot occu- 
pancy, of buildings is limited to 60 percent; 
in R-5-D the limit is 75 percent.

BOB McCORMICK OUR SPEAKER 

Most surprising thing he found in Washing- 
ton on his return from Europe was the 
restoration of Foggy Bottom, Bob McCormick, 
NBC Network News commentator, told mem- 
bers of the Association at our May meeting, 
held in Briggs- Montgomery School Audito- 
rium, May 19. 

What he found in Foggy Bottom, Bob said, 
was indeed a far cry from the old days of 
gang wars waged by the "Apaches" and 
the "Mohawks" in the Bottom in the wild 
old days. 

Bob said our building activity in Foggy 
Bottom reminded him of the successful 
restoration of devastated East German 
cities after World War II. He cited 
Frankfort as an example -- there not 
only new buildings but whole new streets 
were built within a week's time. Like 
Foggy Bottom, Bob said the Germans pre- 
served as much of old structures as they 
could. But in what they did new startling 
modern architecture predominated,

| St. Stephen's Church, that sturdy red brick 
landmark at the Southeast corner of Penn- 

| sylvania Avenue and 25th Street, like all of 
| Foggy Bottom, has had the urge to renovate. 

The charming old rectory adjoining the church 
| on Pennsylvania Avenue, was done over last 
' year and the renovation completed in the late 
| autumn. 

The house is built close to the ground with 
. only a few steps up to the front door, which 

| is a sparkling white with glass panels and 

| shiny brass knobs. The two'frontparlors have 
been done in soft blue-green walls and wood 
work with brightly hued leather upholstery in 
| the divan and chairs. The tall ceilings give 
room for very long windows where harmoniz- 
ing draperies are hung. And the whole gives 
a feeling of warmth, welcome, and peace. 

Msgr. Joseph F. Denges, pastor of St. 
| Stephen's has only one assistant, Father 
| Thomas S. Schaeffer, although their parish- 
ioners number close to the 2, 000 mark. Thus 
| masses are said hourly from 6 through 12 
on Sundays with a late mass at 12:45, and on 
Holy Days at 6, 7, 8, 9, 11:15, 12 and 12:45, 
| with two evening masses at 6:30 and 7:45, 

. Daily masses are at 6:30 and 7:30. 

_ Father Charles Ignatius White, pastor of 

| "old" St. Matthew's Church, then at the corg- 
, er of 15th and H Streets, N. W., saw the 

, need for a church in the old First Ward, which 
| included Foggy Bottom. In the middle 1860's, 
. some, 800 Catholics lived in that area, too far 
| from St. Matthews' for comfort, there being 
only private carriages for transportation, or 
walking. So Archbishop Martin Spalding of 
Baltimore, which then included Washington 
in that diocese, directed Father White to 
select a site and establish a church. 

The southeast corner of 25th and the Ave- 
nue was a part of "Mexico, " a plantation 
first established by Robert Peter, a Scots- 
man whose family later moved to Tudor 
Place in Georgetown where his descendents 
still live. The déed for the property is 
dated June 24, 1865. The new structure 
was to be in Byzantine style of pressed 
brick, 53 by 115 feet, and was to have had 
a height of 53 feet. However, the steeple in 
the original plan (as shown in our sketch) 
has not been completed. 

The early settlers in the northern portion 
of Foggy: Bbttom were Irish, who came to 
build some of the early structures of this 
capital. There were numbers of Italians, 
too, in the southeast portion of the parish, 


and to quote Historic St. Stephen's published 
in 1952, " The Irish came to build and the 
Italians to decorate." 

The cornerstone was laid June 3, 1866 
and parishibners of St. Matthew's marched 
from the old church at 15th and Hto the 
site of St. Stephen's. They were led by the 
band of the Fifth Calvary under the leader- 
ship of Mr, Peters, followed by the clergy 
and then the laity. 

St, Stephen's is the nineth parish to be 
established in Washington and the clergy of 
the other eight parishes were well repre- 
sented in the procession to the ceremony. 
At the rear of the group of clergy were 
Father White and his assistant, the Rev. 
John McNally, who became the first rector 
of St. Stephen's. 

Following the cornerstone laying Father 
White was host to clergy and distinguished 
visitors at "an elegant. collation" in the 
rectory of "old" St. Matthew's. 

Msgr. Denges is the eighth pastor to . 
serve St, Stephen's and has been its leader 
since 1949. He is a native of Baltimore and, 
with his brother Peter, was elevated to the 
priesthood by Archbishop Curley, June 16, 
1927. The brother now is the Very Rev. 
Pastor of St. Anthony's Church at Southern 
Pines, N. C., where their aged father, 
Henry Denges, now lives. Another brother, 
Father Q. Benedict Denges, has had a 
distinguished career*in the Redemptorist 
Order.

St. Stephen's already has had several 
renovations and redecorations. The hand- 
some high altar in the Upper Church is 
flanked by smaller alters-or chapels, and 
in the Lower Church, which is on the ground 
floor of the edifice, the altar is flanked by 
large statues of the Madonna and Child and 
Christ, on pedestals in keeping with the 
Simplicity of the altar. 

Historic St. Stephen's was written by 
the Rev. Lawrence P. Gatti, and published 
"on the occasion of the silver jubilee of the 
present pastor, the Rev. Joseph F. Denges, 
1952." This illustrated book has much of 
the history of the West End or First Ward, 
as well as Foggy Bottom.

THE BRIDGE AND THE ART CENTER 

At last, agreement has been reached on the 
site of the new Potomac River Bridge, and 
apparently conflicting positions on the loca- 
tion of a cultural center nearby have been 
compromised. 

The new bridge will cross the river at the 
downstream tip of Roosevelt Island, taking 
off near the foot of Constitution Avenue. 

It's to be a 6-lane span, and Congress has 
authorized $24.5 million dollars for its 
construction. The engineers say it will take 
about 25 years to complete. 

The proposed cultural center isn't as 
far along as the bridge, but at least the 
planners are agreed on its location. That 
is the land, comprising about 9 acres, 
along Rock Creek and Potomac Parkway 
just north of the proposed new bridge. 

The area extends north to New Hampshire 
and east to 26th as far as E Street, in. 
cluding part of the block on the east side 
of 26th between E and F. 

The proposed cultural center is planned 
to consist of an opera house and concert 
hall to be built on the tract, which is 
largely owned by the Federal Government. 
Legislation to authorize the center has 
been drafted in Congress by Senator .. — 
J. William Fulbright (of Fulbright Fellow- 
ship fame) and Representative Frank 
Thompson, Jr., and the Senate Public 
Works Committee has already approved it. 

Last year, a larger site -- 27 acres .- 
was staked out by planners northeast of  ' 
the location now proposed. This was the 
plot favored by the District Auditorium 
Commission. The Senate approved legis- 
lation authorizing it, but the House 
killed the bill.
